PRESIDENT CALLS STOKER A LIAR 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 10.—Bellamy 


Storer, former ambassador from the 
United States to Austria, today re- 
plied briefly 
to the statements con- 


tained in President Roosevelt's letter 
to Secretary of State Root, which was 
g}ven to the press last night, Insisting 
dh the position be had heretofore tak- 
en and 
reiterating 
the 
statements 


made by him in the statement to the 
members of the foreign relations com- 
mittee of congress, made public last 
week. Mr. Storer today said: 


"I seem to have been elected a mem- 


ber of the ananias club, like all others 
who. have come into dispute 
with 


President Roosevelt. 
I am now to be 


classed with Senators Chandler, Till- 
man. Bailey and with others who have 
questioned some act" or word of the 
president. Like every other American 
gentleman who has a wife to protect, 
I undertook to defend her name and 
am met with insinuations and charges 
of falsehood." 


Reiterates Earlier Statements. 


Mr. Storer tnen reiterated 
much 


that appeared in his first statement 
Intended for private circulation, 
he 


claims, and added that he has four 
letters bearing on the controversy as 
to the promotion of Archbishop • Ire- 
land, yhll. of which he claims tend to 
bear out his contention that "I obeyed 
the explicit instructions of Mr. Roose- 
velt in acting as I did with regard to 
the promotion." 


Continuing Mr. Storer said: 
"Archbishop Ireland told me also 


that the president, on several occa- 
sions in conversation with, him, took 
the credit for the action he now -re- 
pudiates." 


Cauie of the.Trouble. 


Mr, Storer continued: 
"The crux of the 
whole 
matter 


which led to my removal was the ac- 
tion^ taken by Mrs. Storer. and myself 
wlflf regard to the promotion of Arch- 
bisjiop John Ireland, of St. Paul, to I he 
cordlrialate. In my letter to the presi- 
dent and cabinet I cite letters written 
by President Roosevelt to me speak- 
ing In the highest terms of Monsignor 
Ireland and' expressing the personal 
wish that the country might profit by 
his promotion to the cardinalate. De- 
cember 2. 1903, I had an audience with 
Pope Phis X at which I transmitted 
a verbal note, the basis of which had 
been given me by President Roose- 
velt. I was particularly careful In' Its 
preparation and after transcribing it 
into. English 1 translated 
it 
into 


F'jScii and conveyed It to the pope. 


Roosevelt's Word to Plus. 


"The communication was as follows: 
" 'He said to me and authorized me 


to say to your holiness that the arch- 
bishop of St. Paul is 
his 
personal 


friend and that he possessed his whole 
confidence as a prelate and as a citi- 
zen; 
that he earnestly • desired 
for 


Monsignor Ireland all1 the honors of 
the church; and that he would view, 
with the greatest pleasure and satis- 
faction the elevation to the rank of 
cardinal of Monsignor Ireland.' 


"Now 
as to the charge that I acted 


without warrant in this'matter, I have 
only to cite the fact that Archbishop 
Ireland in conversation with me told 
me that President Roosevelt had told 
him of all I had done and Instead of 
criticising me for my actions seemed 
to take great credit to himself. 


Farley Movement -Started Things. 
."Everything was all right until a 
section of New York churchmen began 
to agitate the elevation 
of another 


archbishop than 
Monsignor Ireland. 


They pointed out to Roosevelt that the 


• New York .prelate 'had 
at 
least 
as 


much claim to the red hat as the arch- 
bishop of St. Paul. This resulted in 
much perturbation at the white house 
and letters were sent to me by Roosa- 
velt pointing out that what might 'be 
very appropriate as the opinion of a 
private citizen would come 
with a 


very bad grace as 
president of the 


United States. 
', 


"Every one with a grain of sense 


knows that. There has never been a 
question as to that. I knew in the en- 
tire transaction that I was not pre- 
senting the official views of the presi- 
dent. 
This separation of the official 


and personal sides of the matter ' is 
not unique. McKinley did the same 
thing. 
He favored the elevation of 


Monsignor Ireland, but he did not do 
BO as president of the United States. 
Roosevelt favored the elevation of the 
archbishop, but he did not do so under 
the great sea! of the United States. 
All that was perfectly clear and there 
was no chance for misconstruction. 
Thought He Was Obliging Roosevelt. 


"On my word,.I .thought I was obey- 


ing the personal request of Theodore 
Roosevelt when I presented his oral 
note to Pope Pius X. 


"I caused all tho correspondence in 


the case to be compiled into a pam- 
phlet under legal advice and had It 
printed in Boston soon after I reached 
home. I wish to state that each copy 
of tt was sent out with a personal let- 


ter requestipg personal consideration. 
The result was that the main part of 
the pamphlet was sent broadcast from 
AVashington into various news chan- 
nels. 


"My reason for publishing the pam 


phlet was two-fold. In the first place, 
like any other American husband, it 
was my duty to defend the name of my 
wife from 
imputations 
of 
alleged 


wrongdoing; in the second place it 
was obligatory upon roe to defend my- 
self and not allow the American na- 
tion to think that I weakly accepted 
the action of the president in remov- 
ing me. 
President Impulsive and Headstrong. 


"Mr. Roosevelt is a man of great 


capability. He is impulsive and head- 
strong. He is active, but his point of 
view is subject to change like that of 
every other man, when he demands 
that things move his way and objects 
if they do not. 


"What has become of the govern- 


ment we had seven years ago? What 
is the trend our national affairs are 
taking? The government is centered 
In one man. As long as that man is 
capab'le, honest and patriotic all may 
be well, but suppose he was not and 
the same amount of power was given 
into his hands? What would be the 
result? 


"Personally I have no notion what 


the ultimate outcome of this dispute 
will be. 
I have been 
looking over 


heaps of correspondence since I have 
been at home, but am not ready at this 
time to take It up." 


Mrs. Storer showed a letter from 


Vice - President 
Roosevelt, 
dated 


December 23. 190ft. In which the rea- 
son for the transfer of the Storers 
from Madrid to Vienna 
was made 


"clear. 


Mrs. Storer,had requested the..trans- 


fer because of the health of her son, 
who was suffering from a pulmonary 
complaint and could not visit her on 
account, of the climate of Madrid. In 
the letter Vice President Roosevelt 
states that lie would urge the transfer 
particularly because of this fact.

HOLDS NEW RATE LAW 


REPEALS ELKINS 


Defense of Standard Oil 


Company of Indiana in 


the Chicago Cases. 


Chicago, Dec. 10.—The fight of the 


Standard Oil company against 
the 


ten indictments against the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana, which were 
returned August 29, was commenced 
today in the United States district 
court before Judge Landis. 
The In- 


dictments contain 6,428 counts and 
the Standard Oil company has entered 
demurrer. It is upon the latter the 
proceedings of today are based. 


The attorneys for the Standard Oil 


j company contended in support 
of 


their -demurrer that section ten of the 
rate law passed by congress June 29, 
repeals the Elklns law under which 
the government la bringing the action 
against the company, anU that the in- 
dictments are not sufficiently specific 
because they do not comprehend all 
of the elements In the case. 


-In reply to the contention of the 
Standard Oil company's attorneys that 
the Elklns law is repealed by the rate 
law and that offenses cannot therefore 
be punished under the former act. was 
contradicted by United States District 
Attorney Sims, who declared that sec- 
tion thirteen of the revised statutes 
covered the case in that. it. states that 
the repeal of an old statute does not 
condone prior offenses unless the re- 
pealing act so specifies In particular.

Mrs. Bradley was in the 


room with Brown when hotel attaches 
entered to inquire into the shooting. 
The woman said Brown bad ruined 
her life, was the .father of her two 
children and refused to make "every- 
thing right" by marrying her as she 
wished him to do. 


Brown was taken to the hospital 


and the woman was locked up.

weeks by two groen goods venders who 
operatgdjjjte.r th,e.psamc,.old .plaa.tliat 
has been used to separate easy marks 
from their money back further than 
the mind of the generation 
runneth, 


and while a number of.those who were 
estranged from their earnings simply 
charged their shortage up to 'exper- 
ience, some of them got sore and some 
Interesting developments followed. 


The operators appealed In the com- 


munity as representaX..*es of a frater- 
nal organization with headquarters In 
Detroit, Mich., and managed to ascer- 
tain the names of a number of farmers 
who had bundles of ready 
cash. To 


these they unfolded the true Inward- 
ness of their sciieme by representing 
they would sell each a membership in 
an organization perfected for the dis- 
semination of greenbacks and gold cer- 
tificates so fashioned after those Issued 
by t.he United States government, that 
they could not be detected from the 
genuine. 


It. was necessary to become a mem- 


ber before purchases could be made 
and a membership fee of $5 was 
charged, with an agreement to deliver 
$1,000 of the emerald merchandise in 
exchange for $250 in good money. The 
rest was easy. Victims were shown a 
wad of money of the kind the green 
goods establishment proposed to put. 
out. It looked good.' As a matter of 
fact it was good. 


In most cases $250 was readily 


turned over t,O' the men and in ex- 
change they gave an address at Lima, 
Detroit, or some ouier cjty to which 
they directed the- victims. 
They went 


and found no such establishment ns 
had been outlined and returned home 
with a bundle of experience.

Chester Gillette Sentenced 


to Die in Chair Week 


of January 28. 


Herkimer, N. Y., Dec. 10.—Chester 


E. Gillette was today sentenced to die 
in th eelectric chair at Auburn prison 
during the week beginning January 
28. He will be t,aken to Auburn to- 
morrow. The youth, convicted of the 
murder of his discarded sweetheart, 
Grace Brown, showed no sign of emo- 
tion when Justice Devendorft pro- 
nounced sentence. His face was pale, 
but his step was steady and his voice 
was firm when, in reply to the formal 
question as to whether he had any- 
thing to say before sentence was pro- 
nounced, he replied: 


"I am innocent of the crime charged 


in the indictment 
and 
therefore it 


should not be passed." 


"Anything more?" asked the judge. 
"No, I think not," he answered, and 


resumed his steady gaze at the court. 


Sentence was then pronounced. 
Gillette said he was born at Wickes, 


Mont., resided at Cortland, is twenty- 
three years old. Is a stock clerk by oc- 
cupation, is single, has a common 
school education and had not previous- 
ly been convicted. 


After he had been sentenced, Gill- 


ette left the court room, not even 
speaking to his mother, who sat near 
him In court, 
having 
arrived from 


Denver this forenoon. While the son 
was led from court Mrs. Gillette pre- 
pared lo dispatch a news dispatch to 
a Denver and New York newspaper 
tlint. have secured her as special cor- 
respondent 


Mother Begs Consideration.

said to the reporters 
who crowded 


about her. "I arn doing this so I can 
pay my way and arrange for a new 
trial.

In which he'mid a 
story that, he had confessed was false,

did not. know he had not. confessed un- 
til 1 saw him this morning. 
I am 


firmly convinced of Ills Innocence, but 
I shall bog on my' bended kneeo that 
lie confess If he Is guilty."

Norwegian Parliament Pre- 
sents Noted Trophy to 


President of TJ. S. 


Christiania, Norway, Dec. 10.—-The 


Norwegian parliament today conferred 
the Nobel peace prize on President 
Roosevelt: 


The American minister, Mr. Peirce, 


in an eloquent speech, thanked parlia- 
ment in the president's name. 
He 


said that words were inadequate to ex- 
press the deep emotion .which he ex- 
perienced at receiving this disting- 
uished testimonial in behalf of the 
president, who recently cabled that 
he regarded this prize as one of the 
greatest honors which any man in any 
position throughout the world could 
receive. The award. Mr. Peirce added, 
would deeply appeal to tthe hearts of 
the American peo.ple. Mr. Peirce then 
read a message from President Roose- 
velt expressing his deep thanks and 
saying there was no gift he-could ap- 
preciate more. The president also an- 
nounced that he had concluded to use 
the prize to establish at Washington 
a permanent industrial peace commit- 
tee with the 
view 
of maintaining 


righteous peace in the industrial world 
which was as important as the main- 
tenance of peace in the world of na- 
tions. 
The President's Acknowledgement

Belligerent Attitude of Vatican and 


Determined Spirit of Republic 


Produce Grave Crisis 


VIOLENCE NEXT IN 1AI ON CHURCH 


Paris, Dec. 10.—The press ' today 


unanimously recognizes the extreme 
gravity of the religious Issue precipi- 
tated by the pope's intransigeant atti- 
tude and many papers predict a veri- 
table religious warfare. 


The present alarming crisis is due 


to the pope's eleventh-hour 'rejection 
of the government's final proffer un- 
der which Catholic worship could be 
continued under the common law. The 
deadlock now is apparently complete. 
According to the holy father's orders, 
declarations under the law of 1881 are 
prohibited, but the parish priests must 
remain in their churches until driven 
out by violence. 
i 


The government regards the action j 


of the pontiff at little less than a sum- j 
mons of the French Catholics to open 
rebellion, as rendering the situation 
exceedingly grave and possibly entail-1 
ing the most deplorable consequences. ] 


The government's calculations have 


clearly been upset and new legislative 
authority may be necessary to enable 
It to cop.e with the situation. Jt having 
been decided that after tomorrow relig- 
ious services may not be held without 
a preliminary declaration under the 
law of 1SS1 the pope's orders entail 
tho immediate initiation of prosecu- 
tions in 30,000 communes and logically 
the invasion of churches by the police 
for the purpose of pronouncing their 
dissolution and expelling the 
parish 


priests. 
With Joy Hall Prospect of Violence. 
The militant Catholics 
seemingly 


hail with^jby the •prospwl-s-'of-vrdlerice' 
which will compel the,closing, of the 
churches with the attendant 
excite- 


ment of religious passions. 


M. .Inures, the socialist leader.pro- 


iessjea to believe that the-Vatican has 


deliberately determined to test 
the 


strength of the party of reaction in an 
effort to overthrow the republic. The 
socialist organs generally, however, re- 
gard the pope's instructions as being 
the result of the government's weak- 
ness In offering any concession beyond 
the formation of the cultural associa- 
tions contemplated under the law ^ot 
1905, and declare that the government 
now-has no alternative except to insist 
on declarations being made or show 
the ecclesiastics the door. 
-. 


The conservative papers advise the 


government to remain true to its lib- 
eral principles, contending that 
tjde 


more the church is intolerant and pan- 
ic stricken, the more authority it will 
need, provided the government does 
not lose its head. 


Government Is Prepared. 


The government has made prepara- 


tions to cope with the situation butfis 
keeping them secret, evidently waiting 
to see whether any considerable pro- 
portion of the clergy will revolt. The 
cabinet, however, maintains a resolute 
front. Instructions to the prosecutors 
were 
telegraphed 
broadcast today. 


Premier Cleraenccau is quoted as say- 
ing: 
i) 


"If the church elects to have war./lt 


will have it. but the world will bear 
witness that the Vatican is like a for- 
eign power trying to dispute the auth- 
ority of the French government."

M. Brland, minister of public wor- 


ship, says he thinks the pope yielded

Text of President's Letter. 


President Roosevelt's letter to Sec- 


retary Root Is as follows: 


The White 
House, 
Washington, 


Dec. 2, 1906.—My Dear Mr. Root: In 
view of the fact that Mr. Bellamy 
Storer has sent to each member of 
my cabinet as well as to myself a 


. pamphlet under date of November, 


1906. purporting to give an account 
of those relations of his with me 
which led up to his removal from 
the position of ambassador at Vien- 
na, I think it as well that you and 
the other members ot the cabinet 
should know certain facts which he 
either suppresses or misstates. 


As to the necessity for removing 


him from this position 
I suppose 


there is no need of discussion. An 
ambassador who refuses to answer 
the letters of tho president, can not 
remain an ambassador. 
His state- 


ment that my letters to him were of 
such a character that he could not 
answer them needs no further com- 
ment than to point out that in such 
a case it was his clear duty Instant- 
ly to resign. His publication of tho 
various private letters between his 
wife and himself and me would fur- 
nish 
any 
additional 
Justification, 


wore such needed, for his summary 
separation from the service. 


Gives Last Letter to Storer. 


He does not give the state depart- 


ment's final letter to him, which 
runs as follows: 


Department 
of State. Washington, 
September 16, 1908.—Bellamy Storer. 
P.irls. France.—Sir: • Your letter of Au- 
gust 3 does not reaulre «ny comment, 
us a whole, but, by direction of the. 
president. I answer It ns regards one 
point 
You assume that m the letter 
of December 11 the president wrote 
vmi not ns an official of the United 
States hut a purely personal ami private 
letter nr.d you state that this letier 
shows on its face that no answer from 
you was asked for. suggested or ex- 
pected. 
It Is hard to understand your maltlns 
such a statement in view of the fact 
that the letter you quote derives Its 
entire Importance from the accompany- 
ing letter, which you were nskcd to 
read and hand to Mrs. Storer. In which 
Mrs Storer was Informed that unless 
she toon certain definite action your 
connection with the diplomatic service 
•would have to b« severed. 
It is. of 
cotirso unnecessary to discuss and it 
ought to be unnecessary even to allude 
to' any proposition so absurd as that 
this severance of you from the service 
would he ns*od for. not by the presi- 
dent as president br.t in Ills private 
capacity. 
The president was anxious to treat 
both you and Mrs. Storer with tho ut- 
most gentleness and consideration and 
it seemed to him that this end could 
be achieved In the way easiest for you 
by following the course which he actu- 


• ally did follow. The letter to Mrs. Sto- 
rer. of course, became part of the mat- 
ter of which y.ou were required to take 
cognizance. 
In It Mrs. Storer 
was 
asked to fulfill certain conditions, fail- 
ure to fulfill which would require, she 


' was informed, your severance from the 
service, which conditions she never 
ful- 


filled. You were requested to rend this 
letter and hand it to her. It Is difficult 
to stigmatize merely as folly tho propo- 
sition that under these conditions the 
president's letter required no answer. 
I have the honor to be, sir, your obedi- 
ent servant, 
Robert Bacon, Acting Secretary. 


Private Letters to Be Quoted. 


It Is never pleasant to have to dis- 


cuss personal affairs or to quote or 
explain from personal 
correspond- 


ence, which is one reason why it is 
held to be a peculiarly 
ungentle- 


manly thing to publish private cor- 
respondence. 
But as Mr. Storer in 


his extraordinary 
pamphlet prints 


various letters written by himself, 
by rne and by Mrs. Storer I shall set 
forth briefly the facts of the case, 
giving certain letters which are nec- 
essary in order to understand clear- 
ly those which he prints. 


I first met the Storers while. I was 


civil service commissioner antl he 
had come to Washington as a con- 
gressman. 
They were 
then 
kind 


• and friendly In their relations with 
me and my family. 
I retained a 


lively recollection of this kind and 
friendly attitude and because oC tho 
affection it inspired I submitted to 


conduct from Mr. and Mrs. Storer to 
which I would have submitted from 
no other ambassador and his wife, 
and I did not resent their actions 
until it became evident that they 
were likely to damage American in- 
terests. 


Mrs. Storer Insisted to me often 


that their change 
of 
creed 
had 


proved a deadly blow to her 
hus- 


band's career .and that they were 
suffering for conscience's sake. 1 
accepted this statement as true and 
It gave me a certain chlvalric feel- 
ing that I ought to do what I could 
to help them and be as patient as 
possible with them. 
' 


Personal Respect for Prelate. 


Under President 
McKinley Mr. 


Storer was made minister first to 
. Belgium and then to. Spain. About 


the time of my accession to the vice 
presidency I wrote at President Mc- 
Kinloy's request to 
Mr. and Mrs. 


Storer that, the president desired me 
to say that Mr. Storer was ultimate- 
ly to bo made an ambassador. 


Mr. and Mrs. Storer were greatly 


Interested in serurinpc the promotion 
of Archbishop Ireland to be a cardi- 
nal. I had and have a sincere re- 
spect and admiration for Archbishop 
Ireland, a respect and admiration 
which I havo - often 
publicly ex- 


pressed. 
The letters from mo to 


Mr. and Mrs. Storer quoted in "Mr. 
Storer's pamphlet give with precis- 
ion my views both upon Archbishop 
Ireland and upon the possibility or 
propriety of my taking in his behalf 
the steps which the Storers asked, 
and I can add. nothing to what these 
letters themselves show. 


When they first wrote to me on 


the subject I was governor of New 
York. 
Not being president myself 


and not having thought 
out 
with 


clearness the exact situation, I asked 
President 
McKinley whether 
he 


could properly do anything to help 
Archbishop Ireland. 
He responded 


that It was not a matter with which 
he could with propriety interfere, 
although he expressed 
himself as 


having the same 
opinion 
of the 


archbishop that I had. 


McKinley's Position Correct. 


I had a further conversation with 


the president on the subject, either 
just before or just after my election 
as vice president, in which he stat- 
ed what he felt was the proper po- 
sition—a position with which I abso- 
lutely agreed. 


Following this conversation, in my 


letter to Mrs. Storer 
of Nov. 23, 


1900, 
quoted by Mr. Storer in his 


pamphlet, I stated 
with 
absolute 


clearness my position and why It 
was out of the question for tho pres- 
ident to try to get any archbishop 
made cardinal, ar.d all the letter-, 
quoted by Mr. Storer as having been 
subsequently written by me to him 
or to his wife tako 
precisely the 


same position. 


I explained repeatedly 
that my 


friendship and admiration for Arch- 
bishop Ireland (which is like my 
friendship and admiration 'for Bishop 
Laurence of the Episcopal 
church 


and Bishop Cranston o" the Metho- 
dist Church, like my friendship and 
admiration for many clergymen of 
many denominations—Baptists, Lu- 
therans, CongroKationalists, Presby- 


• terians and other) would.make me 


pleased to sea any good fortune at- 
tend him or any churchman like him 
of any creed, but that I could not 
interfere for his promotion or, In- 
deed, in any way in tho ecclesias- 
tical affairs ot any church. 


Story an "Absurd Untruth." 


This was also tho position I took 


in all private conversations and the 
assertions that in any private con- 
versation I took nn opposite position 
from that which I was thus repeat- 
edly expressing In writing Is not 
only an untruth but an absurd un- 


truth, for I would, of course, not say 
privately to anyone tho opposite of 
what I was repeatedly writing to 
that same person. 


Mr. Storer asserts that 
he and 


Mrs. Storer nnd various other peo- 
plo, after conversations 
with m«, 


put down memoranda as to what 
they remembered I had 
s:ild. 
If 


such action was taken It was, of 
course, 
simply 
dishonorable. 
No 


one of them over showed me 
or 


would havo ventured to show me 
any such memoranda and It is non- 
sense to expect to bind me by a 
memorandum the existence of which 
was concealed from me. Tho Stor- 
ers were my guests at 
the tltno 


when, as they assert, 
thny 
made 


these memoranda of private conver- 
sation with me. 


As a matter of fact, 
the 
state- 


ments they allege me to have made 
wero not made, save In so far ns 
what they allege me to havo said 
agreed with what, before and after, 
I wrote to them In this connection. 


Quotes White Hdusc Statement. 


I call your attention to the follow- 


ing stalement. issued from the white 
house on Nov. 9. 1SI06, eleven days 
before the Storer pamphlet was re- 
ceived by mfi or that I 
had 
any 


knowledge whatever of it: 


"For many years it has been tho 


invariable practice never tn attempt 
to quote a private conversation with 
the president. 
It has been found 


that as a matter of fact the man who 
quotes such a conversation usually 
misquotes it, whether consciously or 
unconsciously, and such an alleged 
conversation Is under nn circum- 
stances to bo held as calling for 
either explanation or denial by the 
president. The president is respon- 
sible for what he himself says in 
public, for what he writes or for 
what he explicitly authorizes 
thn 


proper government officials to state 
in his behalf." 


Mrs. Storer wrote me with great 


freedom and sometimes it was dif- 
ficult to know quite how to answer 
her. Both she and Mr. Storer con- 
tinually made attacks upon all sorts 
of people, especially dignitaries of 
her own church. At one time she 
wrote me 
with great 
bitterness 


against the Protestant missionaries 
who were being sent to the Philip- 
pines, at tho same time requesting 
me to champion Archbishop Ireland 
because he had been loyal to the 
United States during the war with 
Spain, which she assorted was not 
true as to another Catholic arch-, 
bishop whom she named. 


Letter States His Position. 


While I was always reluctant to 


write in a way that would hurt the 
feelings of either of the Storers, on 
this occasion I thought it necessary 
to write jtrst what my position was 
and accordingly replied as 'follows: 


Albany. N. Y.. Mnv 17. lann.-My Dear 
Mrs Storer- Your letter of the 4th hns 
lust come lo hand, also that of the fith. 
i am very, very fond of yon and that 
Is the reason your letters put me In n 
quandary. You want me to do all kinds 
of things that I can no; possibly do 
and that I outfit not to do, anil you spy 
things which I do not want to contradict 
and yet It makes me feel very hypoerlt- 


' leal if I seem to acquiesce In thorn. 
You must remember that there arc 
many other people who'foel about their 
religion lust as you feel about yours. 
Thev ca'n no more understand your 
turning Catholic than you can under- 
stand 
Catholics 
turning 
Protestant. 


Some- of the best people I have ever met 
were Protestants? who had originally 
been Catholics. 
I can not. stop aTid I can not urge the 
stopping of missionaries KoinK anywhere 
they choose, I emphatically feel, as I 
have always told you. that the c'lnnce 
for bettering the Catholic Inhabitants 
of the tropic Hands lies by bringing 
them to tho highest standard of Ameri- 
can Catholicism. The worst thing that 
could happen both for t;iem and the 
Catholic church would he for the Cath- 
olic church to champion the Iniquities 
that have undoubtedly been committed 
not only by lay' but liy clerical would- 
be leaders In the Philippines and else- 
where. 
On Incident which I actually can not 
put on paper came 
to my 
personal 


knowing" In connection with n high 
Catholic I'l.-clcslastic In Fu:m. which was 
of a character so revolting and bestial 
that It made; one feel that tin- whole 
hierarchy in the island needed drastic 
renovation. Now. I very earnestly wish 
that Archbishop Ireland anil those who 
ore most advanced among our Catholic 
priests—men like tin; Paullst fathers, 
for Instance—should he given a free 
hand in these Islands and shnuM be ad- 
vanced In every way. 
Resents Foreign Interference. 
Hut you must remember how ham- 
pered I am In writing, from the fact 
that I do not like to see anyone admit 
for a moment tho right of a foreign po- 
tentate to Interfere In American public 
policy. 
l-"o|- inHtallco. you speak of the 
popo as being angry with Archbishop 
Ireland for not Mopping the war with 
ISpaln. 
As far as i am concerned. I 
resent as an impertinence any Euro- 
pean, whether pop**. *rfa:ser, czar or 
princp. daring to lie angry with any 
American, because of his action or non- 
actlou as regards nny question between 
America, anil an outside nation. 


No pretension of this kind shoulfl be 
admitted fur nil'* moment. If any man. 
clerical 
or lay, bishop, 
archbishop, 
priest or civilian, was In any way guHty 
of treasonable practices 
with 
Spain 
during our war he should he shot or 
hung ami It, Is an outrage "n Justice 
that Im should be- at large. Hut I can 
not write In a. way thai will seem to 
defend a man for not avoiding war with 
Spain, for I can not recognize for a sin- 
gle moment the right of any Kuropotm 
so much as {it think thnt there Is need 
of defense or excuse in such a case. 
As you know. I always treat Catho- 
lic and Protestant cxnctly alike. :<» I 
do Jew or gentile, as I do thi- man of 
native AmiM-lcri. Merman, Irish or any 
other kind of parentage. Any discrim- 
ination for or against a man because 
of his creed or nativity strikes me as 
an Infamy. 
Men like Bishop Keaue. 
like I ho late Falhei- Casselly. like Father 
Hclford. the parish priest of my own 
town of Oyster Hay and like scores of 
other priests whom I could name are 
entitled to receive tho same measure of 
affectionate respect and loyal support, 
that t have given to men like Phillips 
Brooks. Ilko Mr. Devlne and llkn so 
very many other Protestant clergymen 
whom 1 could name. 
Moreover, my 
dear Mrs. Ktorer. whatever I could no 
for you and Bellamy would be done, 
hut I simply do not sec how I can do 
anything In thlu 
particular 
matter. 
With 
great 
respect, 
very 
sincerely 
yours, 
Theodore. Roosevelt. 


Wanted Place in Cabinet. 


As soon as I became president I 


began to receive letters from Mrs. 
Storer asking for the promotion of 
Mr. Storer and letters from both of 
them complaining that the work in 
Madrid was uncongenial and com- 
plaining also of tho character and 
standing of various' people In the 
public service. 
On Sept. 22, 1901, 


eight-days after President McKinley's 
death, Mrs. Storer wrote me urging 
that 1 should appoint Mr. Storer to 
the cabinet and specifying as a de- 
sirable place the war department, of 
which you were the head, the letter 
running: 


"Please give him either the navy 


or war. * * * I pray that Bel- 
lamy, who so richly 
deserves it, 


shall havo a chance for honorable 
service at home to his country." 


When I explained that I did not 


intend to remove anyone or make 
any changes in the cabinet at the 
time she wrote me on Oct. 17 sug- 
gesting the embassies 
at London 


nnd Paris as fit places for her hus- 
band and stating that Mr. Choate 
and General Porter wero not proper 
persons to be ambassadors. 


In view of the intense Indignation 


of Mr. and Mrs. Storer at his being 
removed from office now there is a 
certain element of the ' comic ii. 
their attempt thus to get me to re- 
move you or Mr. Choate or Mr. Por- 
ter for the purpose of giving Mr. 
Storer either a cabinet position or 
the embassy in England or France, 


Always Asking for Favors. 


I received many letters of the gen- 


eral tenor of those mentioned enum- 
erating their hardships and services 
and enemies. As Mr. Storer in his 
pamphlet quotes a letter of Nov. 2-4 
from mo, marked personal. In which 
I told his wife that he snould be 
made special ambassador 
at 
the 


marriage of the king of Spain, alleg- 
ing that this was a fresh mark of 
my approval of his conduct, I may 
mention that the letter containing 
this statement on my part was in 
answer to one from Mrs. Storcr In 


which she begged for the appoint- 
ment of her husband, the letter run- 
ning in part as follows: 


"Please, please send us to Madrid 


as special envoys to the wedding. It 
would be very appropriate 
and I 


would love it." 


It Is hard to find the exact words 


in which to- criticise Mr. Storer's ef- 
fort to twist the meaning 
ot my 


granting such a request, couched in 
such a style. 


There remains for me to discuss 


but one matter and 
thnt. Is Mr. 


Storer's assertion In his pamphlet 
that although In my letters I per- 
sistently refused to ask thp pope to 
promote Archbishop Ireland to be a 
cardinal I nevertheless gave him a 
verbal message commissioning him 
to make the request, nn rny behalf, 
of the pope. Mr. Storer also asserts 
that President McKinley took a sim- 
ilar course, commissioning a gentle- 
man whom ho named to ask the ap- 
pointment of Archbishop Ireland an 
cardinal "as ,1 personal 
favor 
to 


him." tho president, and 
as "an 


honor to the country." 


Misrepresented McKlnley. 


This Is the 
direct 
contrary of 


what President McKinley told me 
was his attitude In the matter, and 
Mr. Cortelyou, who was then his 
private secretary, writes me ns fol- 
lows: 
' 


Office of the 
Postmaster 
General. 
Washington. D. (',.. December 1. l!)0(i. 
My Dear Mr. President: Tn the pam- 
phlet, "letter of Bellamy Storcr to the 
president and members of his cabinet. 
November, 1896," and 
several state- 
ments referring to the late President 
McKlnloy. among them the following: 
"President McKinley heartily furth- 
ered the efforts made by Mr. Roosevelt, 
myself and others to promote tho ap- 
pointment, of Archbishop Ireland 
(as 


cardinal) and In the spring of 1899 he 
commissioned Bishop O'Gorman to say 
to the pope that that appointment would 
be considered a personal favor to him. 
the president, as well as an honor to 
the country. And this the bishop did. 
spi-aktng in the president's name. In a 
personal audience with the pope." 
This statement of Mr. Storer distorts 
what was evidently an expression of 
deep personal regard and respect for an 
individual into what Is In substance a 
request for his advancement, as a mem- 
ber of 
an eccleslatlcal 
organization. 
The late president never made such a 
request, never "furthered the efforts" 
of any one to bring about such an ap- 
pointment, nor would he permit any 
official of his administration to do so. 
H« was scrupulously particular in this 
regard and he made no compromise with 
his convictions on the subject. 
McKinley Sent No Commission. 
•Speaking from personal knowledge of 
President McKinley's attitude concern- 
ing Archbishop Ireland. I wish to say 
that he had the highest regard for the 
archbishop a.nd believed that while de- 
voted to his church he was in full sym- 
pathy with American Ideals and that be- 
cause of this he was able to render Im- 
measurable service both to his church 
and to his country. 
But 
If Bishop 
O'Gorman made any such representa- 
tion as that alluded to by Mr. Storcr 
ho did so under an absolute misappre- 
hension. 
I have repeatedly heard 
President 
Mc.Kinloy state that In all such matters 
he could not divorce himself from his 
position as president and that he would 
not under any circumstances interfere 
or attempt to influence the action of 
any 
religious 
organization 
here or 
abroad looking to the preferment of 
any of its members. 
In following this course he was trufl 
to fundamental principles of tho Ameri- 
can government, as you have been. 
What I have said regarding the par- 
ticular quotation above referred to ap- 
plies to any other similar reference to 


. the late president In this pamphlet. 
Very sincerely yours. 
George B. Cortelyon. 


As for Mr. Storer's assertion that 


1 authorized 
him lo make such a 


statement as he says he was au- 
thorized to make to the pope, It is 
untrue. I gave him no such authori- 
zation. Mr. Storer proceeds to say 
that he at once wrote me a letter 
giving a full account of his visit to 
the Vatican and of the message ho 
personally gave the pope. A care- 
ful search of the files In my office 
fails to show any such letter from 
him, and neither I nor ray secretary, 
Mr. Loeb, who receives 
and ex- 


amines all my correspondence, has 
any remembrance of ever receiving 
such a letter, nnd had it been re- 
ceived we could not fail to remem 
bcr it. 


I never received from him any let- 


ter giving any such account of his 
visit to the vntican and his conver- 
sation with the pope as he now saya 
he sent me: and this is evident from 
the letters which he gives as writ- 
ten by me to him on Dec. 27 and 
Doc. 
30, in which, as you will see, I 


specifically state 
that 
I tlld not 


knnw whether or not he had even 
called at the Vatican and that ho 
might "merely have seen some car- 
dinal privately"—a statement whol- 
ly incompatible with my having re- 
ceived such a letter as that which 
he says ho sent. In his answer to 
this letter he never traversed or In 
any way alluded to this statement 
of mine, which he could hardly have 
Tailed to do had he alrenriy written 
me such a letter as he now de- 
scribes. 


President Firm In Position. 


On Dec. Ifl I had 
written him, 


anent !i verbal request made to ma 
by an ecclesiastical friend that. I 
should write ;i letter for Archbishop 
Ireland. 


"I told him ot course that. I could 


not Interfere In such a, matter, as 
It was none of my business who was 
made cnrdlnal; 
thnt personally t 


had a very strong friendship and 
admiration for the archbishop nnd 
that individually it would please ma 
greatly to see him made cardinal, 
just, as it. pleased me when Dr. Sat- 
torlee was made bishop ot Washing- 
ton; but that I could no more Inter- 
fere In one case than in the other— 
in short, that my feeling for the 
archbishop war, due to my respect 
for him as n useful nnd honorable 
man—just such a feeling as I have 
had for Phillips Brooks 
and for 


many other clergymen of various de- 
nominations, but that. I could not, ns 
president, in any way try to help 
any clergyman of nny denomination 
to high rank in that denomination. 


1 say that I never received such 


n letter as that which Mr. Storer al- 
leges he wrote to me. I may add 
that I am by no means certain he 
ever sent me such a letter, my doubt 
being due to the facts I am about to 
set forth, which show that when he 
now attempts to describe the let- 
tors he seai me Mr. Storer's mem- 
ory becomes marvelously treacher- 
ous. 


Considers Call at Vatican. 


On pages 23 to 25 of his pamphlet 


Mr. Storer writes as follows (he hav- 
ing first stated that from my let- 
ters he gathered that I had resolved 
to repudiate all authority for his ac^ 
tion and to appear ignorant of it): 


"Shortly after writing this I re- 


ceived another letter from the presi- 
dent. I quote tne portions referring 
to this matter: 


" 'Let me repeat to you that in 


reference to matters affecting the 
Catholic churcn events have abso-

Repudiation, Says Storer. 


"This letter, with its virtual as- 


sertion that my visit to the Vatican 
was not only unauthorized but was 
so contrary to what could have been 
expected that the president hardly 
then believed that it had occurred, 
was unintelligible except on the the- 
ory that he had resolved to repudi- 
ate all authority for my. action and 
to appear ignorant of it and was 
now writing a letter which would 
be serviceable if needed later as evi- 
dence to support that position. In 
fact, this was the use to which the 
letter was afterward actually put 
by him in quoting it to persons not 
Informed of the facts, as will ap- 
pear later. I felt that the only thin? 
for me to do in this situation was to 
tender my resignation at once and 
that I immediately did, accompany- 
ing it by a letter to the president of 
which I regret to say that I can find 
no copy. To this I received the fol- 
lowing reply: 


White House. Washington. January 


29. 1904.—Dear Bellamy: 
I have your 
letter. It Is absolutely all right. We 
•will treat the Incident as closed. Noth- 
ing would persuade me to accept your 
resignation, old fellow, nnd I am sure 
John Hay feels as I do. When I see you 
I shall explain, as I do not like to do 
on paper, both how full had been the 
steps taken by Hay In investigating the 
matter, and the use that was made 
against me of your letter. I shall give 
Hay your note. 
Faithfully yours. 
Theodore Roosevelt. 


"With this the Incident closed. I 


had followed exactly the president's 
request in seeing Pope Plus X. '1 
had reported to him in detail my in- 
terview; I had put it squarely to him 
that I had done 
nothing 
beyond 


what he had asked me to do, and he 
bad thereupon left the subject, not 
disavowing his authority 
nor dis- 


senting from any statement. 
I ac- 


cordingly accepted as 
sincere the 


cordial expressions with which lie 
refused to accept my resignation, 
a? it .was-apparent that his Irrita- 
tion had been caused not by my acts 
but-by the publicity which had un- 
fortunately been 
given 
to things 


which he -wished to have done but 
wished to be kept secret." 


Original Letter I* Published. 


Fortunately, I have the original of 


the letter pt which .Mr. Storer says 
he kept no copy and It shows that 
Mr. Storer's statement Is false. This 
letter was in answer to a letter of 
mine which he quotes In part, but 
vhlch in Its entirety Is as follows: 


The White House. Washington. D. 


C.. Decembsr SO. 1908.—My Dear Bella- 
my <Peroo.mil); In my last letter to you 
I wrote as»to a report I had heard about 
your writing a letter concerning the 
dismissal of Hurst. This cume to me 
from an outside source and I did not 
credit. Since then Secretary Hay has 
•ent me over a. letter (of yours) to Sen- 
ator Hanna, which the latter put be- 
fore the department with. a request that 
he be given Information in order to an- 
swer you. 
Secretary Hny feels, of course, exceed- 


ingly Indignant over your having writ- 
ten In such a manner to any outsider 
nnd feels that there should be some 
official rebuke. Because of our personal 
relations I write In this way to you In- 
•tead. 
I hardly think you could have thought 
exactly what you were writing. You 
say for Instance, about the dismissal of 
Hunt: "I do know the manner of hut 
removal was In a way 
1 should be 
ashamed to employ with a common ser- 
vant. • • * I have never known. If 
what I hoar Is tho cam. of a more sud- 
den or unexpected action of any admin- 
istration. • • • It may ho none of 
your business, nor mine, but 1 know you 
do not like injustice."

Gets Storer's Resignation. 


In response to

Mr. Storer 


wrote me a letter tendering his res- 
ignation, not, as he asserts, because 
of anything In connection with his 
visit to the Vatican but solely be- 
cause of, his conduct In the Hurst 
matter. In this letter In answer to 
mine of Dec. 30 he makes absolutely 
no allusion whatever to what I said 
in that letter as to his call at the 
Vatican; this letter of mine shows 
that I had then never heard from 
him that he railed at the vntlcan. 
and his absolute silence at the time 
shows that what he says now on the 
subject Is a pure afterthought. 


Ho never In any way 
dissented 


from tho statements I made In.these 
three letters of Doc. 19, 27 and 30

and In this letter of

which he tendered his '\rcslfrn.itlon, 
his whole concern was ov^r his con 
duct In the Hurst affair.

Not to justify my writing at all .or in 
using the language I did. but to explain 
the affair. I must call attention to the 
difference of procedure In this consular 
case as to what I had supposed was 
precedent. • • • .All this Is no excuse 
for a public officer writing as I did 
outside of the department. 


If In weighing the matter It seems 
as If I by my own act have lost the 
confidence of the secretary of state you 
must, without regard to me. treat me 
as you would any other public officer 
for the good of the sen-Ice. Without 
the confidence of the department the 
work can not go on. For your own sake 
I should wish that my leaving the ser- 
vice might be made to appear a volun- 
tary one. In the spring or oarly sum- 
mer. As also I think It would be bet- 
ter to have It known after June. In 
spite of everything I might make polit- 
ical gossip which I should wish to post- 
pone until the din of the campaign is 
on.I thank you. my dear Theodore, loy- 
ally and sincerely for your Jetter, 
I 
never doubt your absolute . loyally in 
friendship to me and mine. Faithfully 
yours. 
Bellamy Storer. 


Recites Accuser's Perfidy. .

This bare recital of facts Is In It-

ALFALFA LAYS ON FAT, 


Experiments With Roughage In Cattle 


Feeding in Nebraska. 


£y Prof. H. R. Smith. Nebraska 


College of Agrlculture> 


It will doubtless be ft surprise to 


the farmers of the older sections of 
Iho country to know that the im- 
fcOFerishment of the soil in Nebraska 
•is already becoming an . important 
fact 
This is due largely »o the one 


•crop Idea and lack of stock feeding. 
The 
authorities 
of 
the 
Nebraska 


Station say that more complaints of 
soil Impoverishment Have reached 
them in the last two years than ever 
before and farmers are anxiously in- 
quiring how the fertility of their 
farms may be maintained. 


A few years ago when corn was 


•extremely low in price, It was used to 
Xhs exclusion of nearly everything 
«la&. 
Cattle were stuffed with corn 


3U)d anything that could be used as 
roughage, usually straw or prairie 
liay was pressed into service. 


Experiments 
have 
demonstrated 


that farmers cannot afford to make 
corn their sole Dependence, but mus 
supplement it with some food that 
contains protein, the flesh making 


Zebrulas and the Mule. 


The government has been experi- 


menting in a very small way with 
crossing the zebra with the horse. 
Some zebras will be seen at the Inter- 
national Stock Show this year. 


When it comes down to speed and 


endurance 
the 
American mule is 


hard to beat and it is not believed that 
the new cross will amount to much. 
Farmers should wait till the govern- 
ment tells them it is all right. 


The hybrid between the horse and 


the zebra Is a stripped animal with 
great speed and endurance, Germany 
has been 
experimenting with this 


cross for several years and has tested 
Its value in war with results that 
were very encouraging. 
It is said of 


the zebrula that it is as gentle as a 
horse, in this respect differing very 
much from the zebra- It is stronger 
than a mule and entirely immune 
from certain diseases which are pretty 
certain to attack horses and frequent- 
ly with fatal results when Imported 
Into certain parts of Africa. 


As soon as the German government 


was satisfied with the success ot this 
line of .crossing, it at once established 
a breeding station in its African pos- 
sessions. At this station much atten- 
tion is being given to the breeding 0 
zebrulas. and these are now rejrularlj

with the times will fall in the business

Under such conditions the want .of
